Some of the government 
economists now engaged in 
evaluating the results of the wage in- 
creases consider this an ex- 
aggerated estimate. The reason is 
that this 2 per cent forecast assumes 
that the entire gross addition to the 
Government's wage bill of XL2 b. will 
have to come from printing ad- 
ditional money. It was, however, 
pointed out that the Government had 
already allocated XLa b. lor this pur- 
pose in the budget. 

If the budget reserve for wage in- 
creases la taken into account, prices 
may be pushed up by about 1 per 
cent. Unless some drastic changes 
occur in other areas, there are 
therefore no grounds for expecting 
the inflation rate to exceed the 
original projected levels.

Vance rejects ‘strong 5 
bill on boycott

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance yesterday said 
the Carter Administration would 
support new legislation making it il- 
legal for U.S. companies to comply 
with the Arab boycott against Israel. 

But he rejected strongly- worded 
pending legislation in Congress, 
arguing that It could complicate U.S. 
peace efforts in the Middle East and 
would not be helpful to U.S. efforts to 
keep a lid on oil-price Increases. 

During testimony before the 
Senate International Finance Sub- 
committee. the Secretary called for 
what amounts to weaker legislation 
against the boycott — although he 
went considerably beyond the 
previous Ford Administration's posi- 
tion on the issue. 

The new Administration's posi- 
tion. which was enunciated for the 
first time yesterday, received mixed 
reviews on Capitol Hill, where ef- 
forts have Intensified recently 
against the Arab .boycott. 
Congressional observers say therq is 
no question of whether anti-boycott 
legislation will be approved this year 
— the only question remaining is 
how strong that legislation will be. 

Asked by Senator Wiliam Prox- 
mire (Dem.-Wls.), co-author of the 
anti-boycott bill, to outline Israel's 
attitude on the boycott, Vance 
replied that he had had some conver- 
sations on it with Israel officials dur- 
ing his recent visit to Jerusalem, but 
not in great length. He said Israel 
terser; * , «rt no t "-aised Itav a major 
issue." 

Vance said he did not have the im- 
pression that the Arab boycott had a 
“major impact" on Israel's 
economy. 

When Proxmlre pointed out that 
earlier witnesses had alleged that 
the boycott had resulted in lower 
U.S. investments in Israel, the 
Secretary responded that the reduc- 
tion was primarily the result of other 
factors. He did not elaborate. 

Specifically. Vance said the Ad- 


ministration did not like certain 
aspects of the pending boycott 
legislation. He proposed that State 
Department officials consult with 
Congress on rewriting the legislation 
to remove these “objectionable" 
aspects. 

One of these sections. Vance said, 
was the requirement preventing 
foreign subsidiaries of U.S. firms 
from complying with boycott 
demands — even though that foreign 
company may be based abroad. The 
Secretary said this seemed to in- 
terfere in "extra-territorial" 
jurisdiction and would be Improper. 

Proxmlre indicated that he might 
be willing to make some ad- 
justments in the language of the 
proposed bill. 

“Hie President has often made 
clear his concern over the Arab 
boycott." Vance said, “and I share 
his deep feelings on this Issue. We 
deplore discrimination on the basis 
of race, religion, and national origin. 
We also oppose boycott practices 
requiring American firms not to deal 
with countries friendly to other 
American firms." 

While Vance supported in princi- 
ple the need for new anti-boycott 
legislation — something the Ford 
Administration never did — the net 
effect of his testimony, if accepted 
by Congress, would be to further - 
delay passage of the bills. 

Proxmlre disclosed that the sub- 
committee bad wanted to "markup" 
the pending bill on March 17 and sub- 
mit it to the full floor for final con- 
sideration. 

But Vance's remarks seemed to 
suggest that the Administration 
sought to delay it until after the May 
U.S. visit of Saudi Prince Fahd.

Waldheim gloomy about Geneva 


UNITED NATIONS. — Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim credited 
both Arabs and Israelis yesterday 
with a “spirit of moderation and 
realism" and urged that that spirit 
be channelled into peace 
negotiations before It evaporated. 

But, In a six-page published report 
to the Security Council, he said a new 
Geneva peace conference could not 
even start without changes in the at- 
titudes of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and Israel toward each 
other. The Arabs insist that the PLO 
be admitted to the conference and 
Israel refuses to attend it if it is. 


The report made clear that, on 
visits to Egypt. Syria, Saudi Arabia, 
Jordan ana Israel and talks with the 
PLO between January 33. and 
February 32, Waldheim had found no 
way to get the 3973 Geneva peace 
conference reconvened by the end of 
March as the General Assembly re- 
quested in a resolution on December 
9. 

Waldheim promised tar continue 
his contacts, both with the parties 
and with the conference co- 
chairmen. the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union, and inform the Council of 
further developments.

Moshe Kol may not run again

Some sources suspected Kol was 
repeating a move he made four 
years ago: announcing & decision to 
step down in order to prompt sup- 
porters to ask him to stay. 

Whether or not he runs for the 
Knesset, however, Kol will continue 
to chair the party for the next four 
years. He was overwhelmingly re- 
elected by the party convention late 
last night. 

The party leadership was strongly 
criticised at yesterday's session of 
.the ILP convention; and secretary- 
general Yitzhak Barkal said that, 
judging from the mood at the con- 
vention, “there will be changes in 
the list of candidates for the 
Knesset." 

. Halm Teichman, a Jewish Agency 
official, said; "New people should 


head the party. This is our only 
chance to persuade the public to sup- 
port us. We've got to present known 
personalities." 

Several delegates suggested that' 
party representatives be required to 
win a 66 per cent majority if they 
want to run for a third term. 
However, a motion to force rotation 
was defeated by a vote of 293 to 157. 

Yesterday evening the convention 
approved the plank on foreign af- 
fairs and security. 

It decided that the participants in 
the Geneva conference on the 
Palestinian problem should he 
"Israel, Jordan, and an authorized 
Palestinian delegation which will un- 
dertake to recognize the State of 
Israel and be ready to maintain 
peaceful relations with her/* But the 
Palestinian problem should be solv- 
ed In "a Jordanian-Palestinton state, 
and the Palestinian entity should 
find political expression In this joint 
state." 

TO attain peace. Israel will agree 
to territorial compromises on all 
fronts, the convention added.

At meeting with Rabin 

Peres offered 
Defence, not 
equal power

Premier Babin baa promised 
Shimon Peres the Defence 
Ministry In the next Cabinet, hot 
has rejected Perea’ demand for 
equal power-sharing in all the 
Labour Party’s policy-making 
forums. This was repented by a 
source dose to Babin last night. 

The two men met for almost an 
hour yesterday in Rabin's office to 
discuss, together with party 
secretary-general Melr Zarml, how 
to restore party unity after bust 
week's contest for the leadership. 
The issues between them were not 
resolved, and they are to meet again 
today. 

At the party convention last 
Wednesday. Rabin beat Fores In a 
secret vote by 50.7 per cent to 49.3 
per cent. The Feres camp, which has 
held together following the vote, has 
argued that its strong showing en- 
tities it to half of Labour's Cabinet 
seats in the next government, half of 
its Knesset seats, and half of the 
seats on the party's Leadership 
Bureau (Llahka). 

Rabin yesterday totally rejected 
this argument — but it remains to be 
seen whether he will re main firm in 
this position. Zarml has taken on the 
role of peacemaker, seeking to 
soften both camps' positions suf- 
ficiently to mould a workable com- 
promise — so that the party can get 
on with the national election cam- 
paign. 

Some Peres supporters have in- 
dicated that they are 'in so hurry" 
to begin campaigning — unless their 
demands for equal representation 
are met (though Yossi Sarid ME, a 
leading Peres follower, publicly 
denied this yesterday). 

Sarid , in fact, seemed to point to a 
way out of the impasse. He told The 
Jerusalem Post that the Peres side 
would be satisfied with “almost 
equality.” For instance, he said, in a 
Labour Knesset faction of 50 the 
Perea camp would want 24 seats, not 
necessarily 25.. 

This was not,* however, the univer- 
sally accepted view among Peres 
supporters- Minister Gad Ya’acobi 
told The Post that the basic demand 
was for full equality. The fact that 
Perea had lost and Rabin won last 
week should be expressed, Ya’acobi 
explained, in Rabin beingno. 1 on the 
party list and his supporters holding 
the nos. 3, 5, 7, and 9 slots, while 
Peres and his team would take the 2, 
4, 5, and 8 positions. Beyond that — 
full equality should prevail. 

Rabin reminded Peres at their 
meeting yesterday that the party's 
constitution, endorsed by last week’s 
convention, gave him as Premier the 
■uttywfty XP appojat Labour’* 


cabinet ministers. “I intend to exer- 
cise that authority to the full,’' he 
declared. 'There will be no deals, 
and no promises in advance about 
cabinet seats.” he continued, accor- 
ding to a source close to him. 

But this principle did not apply, 
Rabin stressed. to.Foreign Minister 
Alien and Defence Minister Peres: 
they would retain their present 
posts. (It was not clear whether the 
Premier meant that Allon would also 
retain the Deputy Premiership.) 

After the contest last week, Rabin 
was only prepared to say that Feres 
would be “a senior minister.” He 
had dodged the question of whether 
Peres would keep the Defence port- 
folio. Feres supporters had retorted 
that any attempt Jo wrest Defence 
from their leader would be seen as a 
deliberately hostile act and would 
lrrevoccably deepen the rift In the 
party. 

Peres and his followers, in a 
meeting last Thursday night in Tel 
Aviv, resolved to demand pledges 
from Rabin that Abba Eban, Yitzhak 
Navon and at least two other Peres 
keymen would be offered Cabinet 
seats. But Rabin yesterday balked at 
giving any such pledge, and insisted 
on keeping the prerogative of &p- 
. pointing ministers strictly in his own 
hands. 

Peres did not react immediately to 
this, but he was consulting with Gad 
Ya'acobi. Yossi Sarid (Eban Is 
abroad) and other top supporters 
last night to formulate a position for 
today's meeting. 

Each man will bring two or three 
leading supporters to the meeting to- 
day. 

Rabin was equally adamant to re- 
jecting Peres' demands for "propor- 
tions J representation" (l.e. in 
proportion to the result of last week’s 
vote) in Labour's Knesset faction 
and Leadership Bureau. 

The contest last week, Rabin said, 
was over tbe leadership — and the 
leadership only. It had been decided 
democratically, and was now over 
and done with. It must on no account 
be allowed to cause the creation of 
permanent factions within Labour — 
a pro-Rabin faction and a pro-Peres 
faction. 

The results of tbe contest, Rabin 
reportedly said, must not be a 
criterion for choosing Cabinet 
ministers, Knesset Members, or 
members of the Leadership Bureau. 

“There will be no settling of ac- 
counts," the Premier promised, 
seeking to allay the Peres camp’s 
fear that with victory would come 
vindictiveness and Feres loyalists 
would be pushed out of positions of 
influence ttrough^st *be party. 


Sudan joins political 
front with Egypt, Syria

Sudan yesterday Joined tbe Cairo- 
Damascus unified political com- 
mand which Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Us Syrian counter- 
part Hafez Assad proclaimed last 
December, It was officially an- 
nounced last night. The announce- 
ment was made at the end of a two- 
day summit meeting between Sadat, 
Assad and Sudanese President 
Ja'afar Numeiry In Khartoum. 

The three leaders were officially 
reported to have unified their posi- 
tion on a variety of issues — chiefly 
the Middle East conflict, the pro- 
jected resumption of the Arab- Israel 
Geneva conference and Red Sea- 
security. Sudan’s conflict with 
neighbouring Ethiopia was believed 
to have been also high on the summit 
agenda. 

Tbe Egyptian Middle East News 
Agency said Sudan's participation In 
the command was a necessity dic- 
tated by the conflict with Israel and 
amounted to the opening of a new 
front against it in the southern Red 
Sea. 

"While Egypt and Syria are the 
confrontation powers along the 


eastern and northern fronts with 
Israel, Sudan has special strategic 
Importance on the Red Sea front," 
the agency said. 

This importance apparently deriv- 
ed from Israel's alleged occupation 
of several Islands near the Bab 
el-Mandeb stralsts, the southern 
gateway to the Red Sea, and the 
alleged presence of warplanes In 
Ethiopia. Claims to this effect were 
made by Col. Hussein El-Ghaaheml, 
chief of staff of the North Yemen' 
armed forces, in an interview with 
the Cairo magazine "Rose el 
Youssef." 

Khartoum newspapers mentioned 
the Israel threat, but without going 
into specifics. 

The summit acquires special im- 
portance "because Israeli activities 
In the Red Sea are escalating and 
because Israel is cooperating with 
Ethiopia in this connection,” said the 
Sudanese armed forceB newspaper. 

Another newspaper, “A! Sahafa," 
said discussions focused on '‘securi- 
ty in the Red Sea and ways of 
countering plots which may be 
engineered against the three 
states,” whether from within or 
without. 


Soviet envoy recalled as 
China border talks falter 


PEKING — Russia’s chief 
negotiator at the stalled Sino-Soviet 
border talks left Pelting yesterday 
and Informed sources said Moscow 
has given up hope of an early 
breakthrough. 

But the envoy. Deputy’ Foreign 
Minister Leonid Ilyichev, said that 
although his tour was over tbe talks 
would continue. Questioned at Pek- 
ing airport' on the progress of the 
negotiations, he replied: "All 
negotiations achieve something.” 

Ilyichev was In an apparently 
jovial mood, shaking hands with his 
Chinese counterpart, Yu Chan, and 
wishing him good luck and good 
health. His arrival here last 
November was seen as part of a 
wider Soviet scheme to start a fresh 
dialogue with the new Chinese ad- 
ministration of Chairman Hu a Kuo-, 
feng. 

News of Ilyichev's recall came as 
no surprise to analysts here. Since 


Chairman Mao Tse-tung's death last 
September, Peking has shown no ap- 
parent interest in a rapprochement 
with Moscow and has continued Its 
anti-Soviet propaganda. 

Neither side released details of the 
talks, which have dragged on since 
the 1969 armed dashes on the Ussuri 
River frontier. The Chinese main- 
tain that Ilyichev did not make any 
fresh proposals. 

' There was no indication when the 
envoy would return to reopen sub- 
stantive negotiations. Periodic 
lower-level meetings are expected to 
continue between Chinese officials 
and Moscow's resident negotiating 
team headed by Vassily Lobanov. 

“Official business" is being cited 
as the reason for Ilyichev's recalL 
Moscow's Ambassador here, Vassily 
Tolstikov. said the envoy planned to 
accompany Soviet President Nikolai 
Podgorny on a tour of Africa next 
month.

Secondly, the junior faculty com- 
plain that they are bearing an unfair 
share of the university's poat-Yom 
Kippur War economy measures. 
They note that the contracts of 1X4 
assistants, 143 instructors, and fil 
lecturers were not renewed by the 
Hebrew University in 1978 and 1976. 

Third, they demand streamlining 
and rationalisation of the

Fourth, they demand Improved 


severance conditions for junior, non- 
tenured faculty whose contracts are 
not renewed for reasons that have 
nothing to do with their academic 
qualifications and performance.

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Industry workers protest wage 


increases in services 


TEL AVIV. — Spokesmen for a 
quarter of a million industrial 
workers yesterday voiced their 
resentment at the "preferential 
treatment" meted out to the 140,000 
public sector workers on the 
Uniform Grade Scale, who have just 
successfully concluded & new wage 
agreement.- They expressed fears 
that the all-round pay hikes might 
touch off a galloping inflation of 
which the industrial workers would 
he the first victims. 

Yitzhak Giladi. secretary of the 
Metal Workers Union, said that the 
wage hikes constituted a reversal of 
earlier promises made by the 
Government and the Hlstadrut to 
give priority In wage settlements to 
“the productive sector.” 

Re a preservatives oL the elec- 
tronics. food, textile, metal and 
other industrial sectors met here 
yesterday to coordinate their reac- 
tions to the civil service wage agree- 
ment and to formulate a concerted 
course of action for their own 
members. 

Meanwhile, the public sector 
workers, engineers and 
academicians who have recently 
won pay raises may soon be joined 
by some 80,000 teachers who yester- 
day reopened their contract 
negotiations In an effort to bring 
their salaries in line with the other 
groups. 

After negotiations a few months 
ago, teachers received increases of

grade and seniority. However, they 
had not signed a final .agreement, 
preferring to wait and see what other 
academic professionals (particular- 
ly the engineers to whom teachers' 
pay Is linked) would get.

Lack of NRP support 
kills ‘package deal’

The Treasury’s planned package 
deal to freeze wages, prices and tax- 
es Is dead at the parliamentary level. 

The National Religious Party killed 
the plan yesterday when it decided at 
' a faction caucus not to support the 
law which would have given formal 
status to the agreement concluded 
earlier between the Treasury and the 
Hlstadrut. 

The NRP pointed out that since all 
wage barriers had- been breached fn 
recent labour agreements with the 
engineers, technicians, civil servants 
and others, there was no sense in the 
Knesset considering the law. 

Nevertheless, economists and 
politicians forecast that the govern- 
ment would fulfil Its -obligations 
proposed fn the package deal. It will 
not increase rates of government 
tariffs and will try to persuade local 


councils not to increase their rates, it 
was predicted. . 

But without the package deal, the 
government does not have the power 
to Impose restrictions on the 
municipalities. Local rates are ex-, 
pected to Increase by 88 to 40 per 
cent, as of April 1. 

The NRP had at first been hesitant 
to take a stand an the deal. It decided 
last week to postpone a derision until 
after yesterday's scheduled first 
reading. But the first reading never 
took place, because without the NRP, 
there was no majority to support the 
law. 

There was no indication in the 
Rneasetr "yesterday as to whether and 
when the Treasury might act an the 
freeze once again. Without the law, 
prices could increase in the period 
ending in June. The government, 
however, could impose a freeze 
through emergency regulations for 80 
days. 


Arbitration Council starts 
off with a whimper

"The main job .of J he Arbitration 
. Council has already beendone by 
others; "' Council- Chairman - Zvi 
^Berihson stated yesterday at -a 
'''ceremony announcing Ehe establish- 
ment of the council. 

"There are only a few who have 
not yet taken their share of the 
national cake,” he went on sadly. 
"Very little is left tor them." 

Fears that the new council will be 
unemployed were dispelled during 
yesterday’s ceremony. The three 
speakers — Berinson, Labour 
Minister Mo she Baram and 
Hlstadrut Trade Union Department 
chief Uriel Abrahamowicz — ex- 
pressed their belief that, the. customs 
of this country being what they are, 
. the council will have more work than 
it can handle. 

Other members of the council are 
former district court Judge Yitzhak 
Raveh and Reuven Artzi, Ya’acov 
’ Arson, former MK Mordechai Bib!, 
Moshe Bartal and Prof. Raphael 
Trifon of the Technical. 

The council will arbitrate in labour 
disputes only in the public sector. It 
has the power to increase wages, and 
will operate unto the end of the 
current wage contracts In April 1978. 

The first case the council will hear 
will deal witfrdemahds for raises in 
salary and grade by the 300 ad- 
ministrative employees of the 
Broadcasting Authority. 

An agreement to abide by arbitra- 


tion was signed yesterday morning 
at the office of Education Minister 
Aharon Yadlin by representatives of 
.the Authority and the employees' 
works committee. It thus- ended 
sanctions that had disturbed radio 
broadcasts and disrupted operations 
in TV House tor over a week. 

Broadcasting Authority Director- 
General Yitzhak Livni cancelled the 
back-to-work orders he had re- 
quested last week to return 120 ad- 
ministrative employees to their jobs 
so that news could be broadcast on 
. radio and TV. He also stated that the 
management would cancel a suit it 
brought against them to the regional 
labour court. 

Meanwhile, the chairman of the 
Authority's finance committee, jour- 
nalist Ariel Weinstein, resigned the 
post in protest over handling of a 
new wage agreement with produc- 
tion staff and journalists at TV 
House. Weinstein, a Likud represen- 
tative on the Authority board of 
directors, charged that the agree- 
ment bad been signed by manage- 
ment before bring discussed first by 
the wage committee. 


much as 1125,000 in back pay In 
three monthly ■ instalments, the 
clerks will be. receiving only very 
modest sums although they too will 
be paid retroactively to April 1976, 

The doctors, who cancelled their 
strike originally scheduled tor Sun- 
day, are generally “blamed” for 
having made the initial 
breakthrough with their wage 
demands — followed by the 
engineers, academic workers, civil 
servants and clerics. Next on the list 
appear to be the teachers who were 
scheduled to meet with their 
employers in the Hlstadrut building 
here yesterday evening for yet 
another' night session. - 

Now comes the turn of the quarter 
-million industrial workers. 

However, the lot of the industrial 
workers is a very mixed axe, and 
there are many factories and large 
plants, it was leaned, who are pay- 
ing their workers well in access of 
the collective wage agreement rates. 

On the other hand, workers in 
economically unstable enterprises 
are reluctant to press for Ugh 
wages, fearing that they might lose 
their jobs by making excessive 
demands or production by 

strikes. 

In Haifa, more labour disputes are 
in the offing. Yesterday the 
Technion's administrative staff 
committee asked the Labour Council 
to sanction a work dispute against 
the management, for alleged 
“systematic violations'' of the 1,700 
staff members’ labour contract 

The Marine Officers Union 
threatened to strike the four ships of 
the Kibbutz Meuhad owned Tarshiah 
company, if within one week the 
company does not Implement the 
agreement reached last year on pay 
adjustments, for the officers on the 
ships. 

Ashdod dock workers are carefully 
watching how. the Government 
settles the current labour disputes, 
dockers' secretary Eli Mam an said 
yesterday. 

As of today the Vulcan Foundries 
in Haifa, & Koor enterprise, will be 
strike-bound. The foundries are dis- 
continuing the casting of bathtubs 
whose production they began 48 
years ago, and the 500 workers 
marked the event by going on strike 
In all the company's sections. They 
Ignored the La bom* Council and the 
law on labour disputes which re- 
quires a fortnight’s advance. 

The strike broke out on Sunday 
because the 20 men is the tub casting 
section fear that if they are 
transferred to other sections of the 
plant their pay will shrink. The shop 
committee men said they had warn- 
ed the manageme n t and the Labour 
Council well in time of the clash of in- 
terests, but no attention had been 
paid because everybody had been 
preoccupied with the Labour Forty 
convention. 

On the bright aide, the 17 
employees of the CJtrua Marketing 
Board's dispatch office in Haifa Fort 
yesterday* unconditionally suspend- 
ed their sanctions. 


Yadin; DMC has 
no preferences

TEL AVIV. — More than Udm. 
worth of heroin hidden In a talcum 
powder can and a cigar box were 
seized by police In Rosb Pina on Sun- 
day. This was the largest haul of 
heroin ever seized in this country. 

Five Israelis, four men and a 
woman, have been arrested on suspi- 
cion of smuggling the drug Into the 
country from Hong Kong. 

Police said they learned two weeks 
ago that two well-known drug 
dealers intended to fly to Hong Kong 
to make a “buy". In toe past Israeli 
dealers have usually made their 
purchases in Amsterdam or Ger- 
many. But in Hong Kong the prices 
are considerably lower, police said. 
According to one police source, half 
a kilogramme of heroin can be 
bought there for $2,000 while this 
amount of money would buy only 50 
grams in Holland. 

The two dealers returned on 
Thursday accompanied by two 
monkeys they had bought while on 
their trip to the Far East. The heroin 
was being smuggled in by two men 
and a young woman. 

Shortly after their arrival, the 
three smugglers went on to Bosh 


Pina. Plainclothesmen trailed them, 
as well as toe two dealers. Police 
believe that the three went to the 
town to avoid possible police In- 
vestigations in the Tel Aviv area. 

On Sunday afternoon, in a wadi 
just outside of Rosb Pina, the detec- 
tives found the talcum powder can 
and cigar box containing small tubes 
that usually hold cigars. The tubes 
and the talcum powder can con- 
tained pure uncut heroin weighing 
half a kilogramme. 

Later in the day the police rounded 
up the suspects. The two dealers are 
aged 27 and 32. No exact age was. 
available for toe smugglers but they 
were described ss being young. 

The three who actually smuggled 
the heroin Into the country may have 
done so unwittingly, according to a 
police source. The use of innocent 
passengers to smuggle drugs, it was 
pointed out, is & common practice 
among drug dealers. 

The heroin Is the largest quantity 
of that 'drag ever confiscated 
Israel. 

hi January 1976. the police seized 
ISO grams of heroin in Tel Aviv's 
Yemenite Quarter, at that time the 
largest seizure ever.

GAZA About 215 Arab prisoners 

in the Aahkelon prison yesterday 
continued the hunger strike they 
started last Thursday after their 
representatives were denied permis- 
sion to explain terms of settling their 
demands to all 450 Arabs in the 
prison. 

The hunger strikers — - all security 
detainees from Gaza Strip and the 
West Bank — are asking for, among 
other things, beds to replace their 
mattresses, better reading material 
•and increased canteen privileges. 

Mayor Rashid Shawa of Gaza dis- 
cussed the situation with Com- 
missioner of Prisons Haim Levi, who 
agreed to see if his budget would 
allow Issuing thicker mattresses, 
enlarging the prison library and in- 
creasing the canteen budget. 

However, the mayor reported that 


the commissioner rejected the de- 
mand of the representatives to 
report this compromise to all Arab 
prisoners. 

A spokesman in the com- 
missioner's office yesterday told The 
Jerusalem Post that the prison ser- 
vice is aware of crowded conditions 
in the Ashkelon prison, but claimed 
that funds to improve these con- 
ditions are not available. 

About 480 Arab prisoners in the 
Ashkelon prison staged a 36-day 
hunger strike, consuming only li- 
quids reinforced with vitamins, 
before it was settled late In J arm ary. 
The strike also protested prison con- 
ditions. 

Meanwhile. Arab students at 
Hebrew University are currently 
staging a hunger strike in sympathy 
with the hunger strike by tbe 
prisoners- The students were dis- 
tributing a petition yesterday.

the street to the Byzantine period, said 
Avigad. 

The street, obviously a central 
boulevard. Is depicted in the famous 
Sixth-Century mosaic map found at 
M&deba -in Trans* Jordan last century. 

In addition to the *‘cardo” last season's 
main effort concentrated on the open area 
adjacent to the southern city wall. Prof. 
Avigad found additional remains of the 
luxurious homes which bad occupied the 
Upper City of Herodian Jerusalem. The 
buddings were built of hewn stone and 
their walls were plastered in colour. The 


remains are more fragmentary than 
similar ones found in the centre of the 
Jewish Quarter. 

Coins from the period of the B&r-Kochba 
revolt found beneath collapsed waits date 
the ruins to the destruction of Jerusalem 
by the Romans in 70 C.E. 

Prof. Avigad also found a system of 
large underground vaults which apparent- 
ly served os a substructure for the Nea, the 
large Byzantine church built by Emperor 
Justinian in the Sixth Century. The vaults 
extend over a 25-square-metre area, and 
some of the I0*metre*hlgh vaulted halls 
were found Intact. 

*‘Ih their design, proportions and atone- 
and-brick construction,” says Avigad, 
“these vaults are unique a m ong architec- 
tural monuments In Israel." 

The seven-metre-thick Israelite city wall 
found by Avigad In 1970 — one of his most 
important discoveries — was exposed for 
another 19 metres to the west last year. 
The original find established for the first 
time that the walled city of Jerusalem ex- 
tended to the western hill (today's Jewish 
and Armenian quarters) as early as the 
First Temple period. 

Avigad last year also found another sec- 
tion of the ‘‘First Wall” parallel to David 
Street, the Hasmonean structure described 
by Josephus which played a role in the 
defence of the city during the Roman at- 
tack. 

Prof. Avigad last year uncovered a 
Crusader building with thick walls and 
massive columns whose function is not yet 
clear. Remains of other Crusader 
buildings are Incorporated into existing 
shops and other structures elsewhere in 
the quarter, but this is the first sub-surface 
Crusader building so far uncovered there. 

The Jewish Quarter excavations are be- 
ing carried out under the auspices of the 
Hebrew University Institute of 
Archaeology, the Israel Exploration Socie- 
ty and the Department of Antiquities. Also 
assisting are the Company for the Develop- 
ment of the Jewish Quarter, the Jerusalem 
Foundation, the Amerlca-Israel Cultural 
Foundation and the Ambassador Inter- 
national Cultural Foundation.

Tel Aviv Comptroller says officials threatened 

Absenteeism reports ‘falsified’ 


TEL AVTV. — Truant municipal 
sanitation employees often threaten 
city officials with violence to prevent 
them from recording their absence 
from work, City Comptroller Aluf 
(Rea) Zvi Ayalon revealed in hie 
latest report, released here yester- 
day. The report coven the 1976-78 
period. 

The comptroller noted that the 
average absentee rate among 
sanitation employees to Tel Aviv 
was SI to 62 days compared with a 
national average of 88 days. Some 1.- 
500 sanitation men work for the city, 
sweeping streets and collecting gar- 
bage. 

City officials haveoften complato-

ed that a third ol the sanitation staff 
Is sometimes absent, and one such 
public complaint sparked a strike 
several yean ago. 

The comptroller also noted that 
the sanitation employees take twice 
the sick leave taken by industrial 
workers — 16.8 work days a year 
compared to 8.4 days.. 

The comptroller blamed sanitation 
officials in large part for the lax dis- 
cipline to the department. He found, 
for Instance, that starting and 
finishing times are uaually not 
recorded — which, apart from pay- 
ment problems, also makes it dif- 
ficult for officials to establish ' and 
adjust work norms. The comptroller 
recommended the installation of 
time clocks. 

The Comptroller also noted that 
absentee ' records had many times 
been “corrected” by officials, after 
they were threatened by employees. 
He suggested as a remedy that any 
correction to the absentee record 
require the approval of a supervisor. 

He warned that continued 
absenteeism could result to man- 
power shortages, the hiring of more 
employees, and damage to work dis- 
cipline and morale. 

In response to the Comptroller's 
criticism. Mayor Shlomo Lah&t 


yesterday accepted the recommen- 
dation about a supervisor approving 
changes in the record, and promised 
to look into the feasibility of install- 
ing time clocks for the sanitation 
staff. 

The Comptroller also criticized the 
lax supervision of municipal p arklng 
lots. In some lots, he said, there ia a 
brisk car wash business, while in 
others self-appointed supervisors 
direct cars to parking spaces, sell 
parking cards at Inflated prices or 
offer to change cards every hour for 
the drivers. 

On this point, Mayor Lahat noted 
that the City Council bad recently 
passed a bylaw outlawing “private 
enterprise” to parking lots. 

The report took note of "the 
decreasing number of parking 
tickets handed out during the period 
under review. ” According to the 
Comptroller, only 60 per cent of 
drivers bothered to use parking 
cards or punch them out properly in 
the morning, but only eight per cent 
were fined. 

Parking cards were introduced 
several years ago to replace meters 
which were often a target of vandals 
and petty thieves. The unused 
meters have been stored in city 
warehouses since 1971. the Comp- 
toller reported. The city has tried to 
sell them, but could flnd no buyers.

TEL AVIV PRO MIS ES 
TO GIVE ITS SLUM 
SCHOOLS A BOOST

TEL AVIV. - When the 1977/78 
school year opens In the fall, this 
city's slum schools will be the best 
equipped in the country — at least In 
tin? field of technological advances — 
Deputy Mayor Haim Basok said 
yesterday. 

But central computer hook-ups 
and closed-circuit television — 
which the deputy mayor are 

easier to get than good teachers — 
will be supplemented by more- 
human programmes, joint 

activities for parents and children 
after school tours. 

Basok, who holds the . municipa l 
education portfolio, said three high 
schools In depressed areas will be 
hooked up to a central computer 
which will record the details of each 
pupil's record — academic, social 
and psychological. The ides is to af- 
ford the pupil's teachers a detailed 
picture of his progress over a 
prolonged period. 

Two high schools will also he 
equipped with closed-circuit TV. to 
supplement instructional television 
programmes. This system will make 
it possible for teachers to screen 
programmes in advance and to 


renin them at convenient times. 

The computer and TV systems will 
cost IL7m. 

Since It Is believed that cultural 
deprivation begins at tome, with ! 
poorly educated parents, the city 
plans to turn six slum schools into 
community centres in the afternoon. 
These centres will run joint-activity , 
programmes geared to helping • 
parents help their children: 

Ten schools In deprived areas will 
Institute a long school day, adding 
three more tours of in -school ac- 
tivities. And 26 after-school clubs 
win be opened for the children of 
working parents. 

Basok said it was not easy to at- 
tract “the best" teachers to work, 
with disadvantaged school pop- 
ulations. but he said the dty was con- 
sidering a plan to bus those teachers 
to work free of charge if they agreed 
to go. 

According to city statistics, 22 per 
cent of Tel Aviv’s S3, 000 pupils live 

north of the Yarkon River, and 
another 22 per cent live in North Tel 
Aviv. Fifty-one per cent of the school 
population lives in Jaffa and South 
Tel Aviv — leaving only 5 per cent to 
the ageing central city. *

IL50m. plan to train army drop-outs 


The army and the Labour Ministry 
are joining forces to train 1.840 
"marginal youths" who would 
otherwise be unsuitable for military 
service. 

The programme, which will in- 
clude 240 women and cost nearly 
XLSDzr. for the first year, was 
adopted yesterday by the Ministerial 
Committee on Social Betterment. A 
subcommittee headed 'by Baruch 
Levy, the Prime Minister's adviser 
on disadvantaged youth, drew up the 
proposal in an effort to Improve 
previous programmes for absorbing 
potential drop-outs. 

The following details appear in the 
proposal: 

• Some 800 adults will receive 
technical training in existing 
programmes sponsored toy the 
Labour Ministry. About 800 will be 
identified through pre-draft testing, 
and 900 will enter the programme 
because they had difficulty to adap- 
ting to the army after draft. The 
main budget will come from the 
ministry, while the army will cover

transportation, clothing, and psy- 
chological counselling. 

• Another 500 will be trained for 
technical work In a centre set up by 
the army. After preliminary army 
training, they will alternate par- 
ticipation in the “study-workshop” 
with army service in their regular 
units. 

• The number of pre-army youths 
In work groups will be Increased 
from 600 to 1,000, and their technical 
competence improved to civilian or 
army training programmes when 
they "graduate” from the work 
groups. Funds for the expansion will 
come from the Labour Ministry. 

• About ISO youths will study at pre- 
army boarding trade schools. To 
save money in expanding the 
programme, pre-army training will 
be set up at existing trade schools. 
«\ The number of industrial schools 
run In cooperation with the army will 


be doubled to six to 1977. 

• The 340 young women in the 
programme wifi study metalwork, 
electronics, Instrumentation, and 
auto mechanics In 12 courses. 

Of the total budget for 1977 and the 
beginning of 1978, the army will 
provide over a third, and the 
Ministry just over a tenth. The rest 
— some IL26m. — is described to the 
proposal as “lacking." 

The announcement of Levy's com- 
mittee a month ago coincided with 
the publication of a report by the 
Chief of Staff and the head of the 
army manpower division which said 
that about one out of 10 young men of 
draft age is found unsuitable for 
regular army service. About half of 
them were previously drafted into 
special programmes. 

According to a report of the Prime 
Minister's Committee on the status 
of women, some 24 per cent of young 
girls are rejected as “unsuitable" for 
army service when they reach draft 
age.

HARTFORD, Conn. — Mi Amin’s 
former superintendent of prisons, 
Andrew Kayiira, yesterday called 
for human rights organisations 
throughout the world to move 
against the Ugandan ruler "before 
it's too late and more people die.” 

Kayiira, currently an assistant 
professor of criminal justice at the 
University of New Haven, said that 
Amin eliminates problems rather 
than solves them. 

“Killing Is his solution to every 
problem. To him, you are either his 
.friend or his enemy. He deals in 
black and white. When you are his 
enemy, you have to die,” he said. 

Kayiira predicted that when the 
Americans in Uganda meet with 
Amin tomorrow he will use them “as 
a bargaining tool" to silence 
criticism from Presi dent 
Carter.

Radio Uganda said Amin met in- 
formally with a group of whites, 
mostly Americana, at the airport 
and told them the world media had 
“misunderstood” his orders sum- 
moning all Americans to a meeting. 

“Ugandans are your brothers and 
sisters ... enjoy yourselves,” Amin 
told his guests, the radio said. The 
white party was composed mostly of 
American employees at Uganda 
Airlines. Amin said he proposed to 
hand out "honour medals'* at' 
tomorrow’s meeting. 

The radio said Amin was in a 
jovial mood and had explained he 
ordered that no Americans could 
leave only so' he could “see them all 
jointly.”

British seize £5m. worth of 
heroin under canned prawns 


LONDON I — Customs officers seized 
about 12 kilos of heroin worth an es- 
timated j£Sm. aboard a Malaysian 
freighter in Cardiff at the weekend, 
customs authorities reported yester- 
day. 

The seizure, believed to be the 
biggest single haul in Britain, was 
part of a major police campaign to 
prevent Chinese - secret societies 
known as Triads from moving into 
Britain to organize large-scale dope 
smuggling. 

The seizure totals h«.if the amount 
of heroin seized by police and 
customs in Britain last year. Police 
estimate that a staggering five tons 
of the dope was smuggled into 
Europe last year, mainly through 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam. 

"This Is a major breakthrough,” a 
senior Scotland Yard officer said. 

Officers said the heroin seized on 
Sunday — believed to be "brown 
sugar" from the “Golden Triangle" 
wilderness of the Thailand, Laos and 
Burma border junction — was 
hidden in -under 

thousands of tonslaf canned prawns. 


Police detained two Chinese 
crewmen aboard the Ship sailing 
from Bangkok to Rotterdam. Drug 
squad detectives believe the dope 
was destined for the Dutch port. 

The Triads, operate a massive 
European heroin racket from 
Amsterdam., Police intelligence 
operatives have said the Oriental 
mobs are moving i-ntn Tvnyfo w and 
also plan to muscle into the lucrative 
U.S. market .following- major police 
successes in zmeahlng the “French 
connection” and pipelines from 
T^»Hn America. 

Customs investigator Tony Hall 
reported that Sunday’s seizure did 
not come from an underworld tip off. 
“It was good search work and a good 
break,” he explained. (AP)

Aussie MPs say Indonesia 
slew 100,000 in East Timor 


CANBERRA. Australia. — Six 
Labour Party members of the 
Australian parliament charged 
yesterday that the Indonesian armed 
forces have killed up to 100,000 peo- 
ple to East Timor. 

The opposition party’s deputy 
leader, Thomas Uren, said he and- 
five colleagues sent a report on the 
situation in the farmer Portuguese 
territory to the International 
Relations Committee of the U.S. 
House of Representatives and asked 
it to look Into the charges. 


- Indonesia last July annexed the 
eastern half of Timor island, which 
is in the Tnrinnp«i«n A rchipelag o, 
after a civil war in which Indonesian 
forces helped & pro-Indonesian -fac- 
tion defeat a faction favouring In- 
dependence. The western half of the 
island teas already Indonesian. 

Uren made public a letter to U.S. 
Representative Donald Fraser mid 
the House Committee, which said his 


group last November 17 received a 
confidential report from Indonesian 
Christian aid sources that 
“documented widespread killings 
and destruction by the Indonesian 
tanned forces." 

The Labourites enclosed a copy of 
a report by James Dunn, the former 
Australian consul-general in East 
Timor, who recently interviewed 
East Timorese refugees now living 
in Portugal. 

“It is clear from the reports that 
up to 100,000 people may have died in 
East Timor,” the report said. “It 
must be remembered that the total 
population of East Timor prior to the 
invasion was 650,000. This would 
make it one of the worst atrocities of 
our tunes. 1 * 

The UN General Assembly at its 
session last fall rejected an Indone- 
sian report that East Timor bad been 
integrated into Indonesia and. called 
on Indonesia to withdraw its forces 
from the territory. (AP)

Within 16 hours, police arrested a 
suspect who was planning to cross 
Egypt's western border into Libya, 
and accused him of responsibility for 
the blast. - •••-.

LONDON. — The Soviet Union is

'Soviet -forces in Europe are being 
bolstered by massive rein- 
forcements of tasks, artillery and 
planes. And Russia's northern fleet 
— the ‘ main threat to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (Natq) 
in the Atlantic — has been drastical- 
ly reinforced, the white paper said.

“The military power of the War- 
saw Pact continues to grow both in 
quantity and quality," the white 
paper said.

"But their real combat strength," 
the white paper said, including 
tanks, guns, armoured personnel 
carriers and manpower, has in- 
creased by the equivalent of six com- 
plete pre-1968 divisions. 

“Hie combat strength of many of 
the remaining 134 tank and motor ri- 
fle divisions in the Soviet army is be- 
ing increased in a similar maimer," 
the white paper said. 

The white paper said the Soviet air 
force also is engaged to “a com- 
prehensive programme of re- 
equipment," including addition of 
three new types of swing-wing tac- 
tical planes -capable of delivering 
both ' conventional and nuclear 


weapons. 

Of. the Soviet northern fleet, the 
white paper said, “not only has there 
been an increase in .offensive 
capability, resulting from the in- 
troduction of nuclear-powered sub- 
marines and missile armed 
warships and aircraft, but also, 
because older vessels have been 
retained, overall numbers ha ve i n- 
creased."

LONDON. — Western intelligence 
services think the defection last 
week of Svetozar Slxnko, a 84-year- 
old Czechoslovak intelligence agent 
in Bonn, promises to be one of their 
biggest coups since the defection of 
Soviet mi litary intelligence colonel 
Oleg Penkovsky, in the late 1950s. 

For Britain’s MI-6, which also 
engineered Penkovsky’s defection, 
the triumph is particularly welcome. 
The only difference is that while 
Simko escaped, Penkovsky was 
caught and executed. 

The official version of the Simko 
story is that Slmko asked for 
political asylum on the weekend of 
February 19, after defecting in Bonn, 
where his cover was that of a jour- 
nalist working for the Czechoslovak 
news agency Cetekau 

But the circumstances, including 
the fact that he is now known to have 
made regular visits to the British 
Council (cultural) office in Bonn, 
suggest he may have been working 
as a double agent for a considerable 
period — perhaps most of the six 
years that he served in the West Ger- 
man capital. 

A publicised defection, though 
bringing considerable prestige (and 
fund-raising edge) to the receiving 
intelligence service, is nevertheless 
usually a sign that a double agent 
has come to the end of his useful life, 
often through betrayal. 

The official euphoria surrounding 
Slmko suggests that he gave MI-6 not

But the trips 
are not expensive junkets. "They ac- 
tually save money.'* Shlmonl main- 
t ains. “Film companies otherwise 
send us viewing prints — at the rate 
of SO films tor each one we use. Since 
we have to pay shipment costs, it 
turns out cheaper to see one show 
after another and choose among 
them.” 

Viewers who grumble that Israel 
TV “never” airs recent American 
feature films and "always** broad- 
casts serialized shows after they 
have been run on Jordan or Lebanon 
TV must understand Israel's han- 
dicaps. says Shimoni. 

The rich Arab sta t io n s can afford 
to buy their own film prints of a 
programme, often without even pre- 
viewing ft. After adding the subtitles 
in Arabic and broadcasting it. they 
usually send the print, to other Mid- 
dle Eastern countries, thus making 
the costs much lower. 

But Israel, with a shoe-string 
budget TV station, must make do 
with hand-me-downs from Holland, 
Belgium and other countries with 
whom it has a "bicycling*’ agree- 
ment. Such a print costs only $600 to 
$700 tor each one-time showing, but 
It arrives late because other coun- 
tries broadcast it before it reaches 
Israel. 

Our TV la also hampered by 
American film companies who are 
unwilling to sell us recent films. 


“Israeli cinema owners argue that 
airing such films on TV hurts their 
business," explains Shlmonl, But he 
personally believes that this conten- 
tion is untrue. "Movies are not usual- 
ly the most popular shows on TV, 
and they don't empty out the 
cinemas." But the American firms 
state that as long as Israel TV and 
the country's cinemas can't reach an 
understanding among themselves, 
they as outsiders will not interfere. 

The Arab boycott also affects the 
purchase of foreign films. Some film 
companies refuse to deal with Israel, 
while others like MGA-UnlversaJ, 
says Shimoni. “which have Jews at 
the top level. 1 * sell to other countries 
before they sell to us. Few of the 
Jewish film magnates want their 
products shown in Israel solely for 
sentimental reasons, he adds. “It’s 
all done on a strictly business basis.” 


SHIMONI. a 80-year-old father of six 
and grandfather of two who got his 
break Into broadcasting as a child 
radio actor In the ’30*s, wants Israel, 
to export its locally made films as 
well. The reasons are not only 
economic, but also a matter of 
prestige for the Authority and a 
boost to the country's information ef- 
fort. 

When TV House decides that a 
show It will produce is of Inter- 
national interest, it shoots In colour 
to attract foreign buyers. Five

ooo miles a second, it travels six 
million million miles in a year. So we 
see Sirius as It was 8.7 years ago. We 
see the sun as it was eight minutes 
ago. 

Sirius fa often called the 'Dog 
Star." As a dog warns its master of 
danger, so the appearance of Sirius 
warned the ancient Egyptians of the 
soon-to-rise flood waters of the Nile. 
In the summer, Sirius fa high in the 
sky at midday. The ancients knew 
this and thought that because it was 
so bright. It mingled with the heat of 
the sun tp produce the unusual heat 
of what we still call “dog days.” 

It may not be fair to discuss 
something you can see only with a 
large telescope, but I must mention 
Sirius' companion star. It has such a 
tremendous density that a piece of it 
the size of a golf ball (a cubic Inch) 
weighs one ton: A cubic yard weighs 
40.000 tons. These two stars circle 
together about a common centre, 
completing a revolution every 80 
years. 

There Is a star cl lister just below 
Sirius, which can be seen with the 
naked eye . Using binoculars, it is 
really beautiful, as one can see a red 
star in the centre of the duster. All of,

If you find this column prone to

Early diagnosis of prime importance 

Fear makes cancer a killer

HAIFA. — "You should not be fear- 
ful of cancer: but you should be 
knowledgeable. Early diagnosis 
promises successful treatment." ad- 
vises Prof. Oliver H. Brahrs, head of 
the department of aurglcai oncology 
at the famed Mayo Clinic in 
Minnesota. 

The quiet-spoken 42-year-old 
Alabaman, who has worked with 
cancer for over 30 years, is in Israel 
for a fortnight to help Israeli doctors 
get a better understanding of cancer 
diagnosis. A specialist in cancers of 
the head, neck and Intestines, he fa 
also chairman of the board of the 
American College of Surgeons and 
editor of the journal “Surgery.*' 

In an Interview with The 
Jerusalem Post Dr. Beahre. who is 
to give the Tcchnlon Medical 
School’s afmjaJ Quitman Lecture, 
noted that at present the best chance 
for cancer cure is still early 
diagnosis. Almost all cancers start 
aa a aingie focus. If they can be 
diagnosed at that early stage and 
removed by surgery, radiation or 
chemical treatment, "the chance of 
cure Is excellent. But once it spreads 
to other tissues, the chances 
decline,” he noted. 

The Importance of early diagnosis 
and treatment thus can not be ex- 
aggerated. "Unfortunately most 
cancers do not cause pain in their 
early stages and those affected do 
not therefore seek advice, though 
they may feci file presence of abnor- 
mal tumps, or bleeding, or changes 
in bowel habits, which all indicate 
cancer." he stressed. 

There Is. of course, also tbe fear 
factor, the tendency to being fearful 
instead of knowledgeable, which 
leads people to delay seeking advice, 
possibly until It is too late. 

"Don’t be afraid if you feel you 
may have a cancer, but be 
knowledgeable." Dr. Beahrs ad- 
vises. "Cancer becomes fearful, 
because people delay seeking 
medical advice." He notes that 
cancer of the colon, for example, can 
be cured in 80 per cent of the cases if 
It is discovered and treated early. 
After six to se\*en months, the

. "FUTUREWORLD” fa a fantasy 
for lowbrow culture freaks and the 
script-writers (Mayo Simon and 
George Schenck) have a comic-strip 
Marvel .dae*n't r qujfc r . 
ride again, but the last 28 years of 
pulp fiction has been placed back on 
the shelves, and it's looking real 
good. Even pop art aficionados who 
haven't had a kick since James Bond 
will enjoy this film. 

The basic idea for the film Is deriv- 
ed from Michael Crichton's 
••Westworld" which combines 
science-fiction with the Wild West in 
a marvellous way. Future 
vacationers are properly outfitted to 
visit a resort town. Delos, which is 
made up of replica worlds of bygone 
eras — Westworld, Roman world. 
Medieval world, and so on. The 
replicas include the people who pop- 
ulate these worlds. Though appear- 
ing to be human, they are actually 
robots programmed to entertain and 
fulfil all the guests' desires, in- 
cluding getting killed by them. 

Deep under the surface lies a vast 
network of computer facilities which 
control and repair the goings-on 
above, as needed. “Westworld" is 
about a revolt initiated by a 
gunslinger robot (Yul Brynner) who 
refuses to obey orders; he shoots 
faster than the guests. 

In the movie "Futureworld," the 
destroyed Delos has been rebuilt, 
and tbe robots redesigned to a higher 
state of sophistication. Even tbe 
computer operators below ground 
are now robots. In control of tbe 
whole operation is an evil master- 
mind, Dr. Schneider (John Ryan), 
who Intends to substitute clone 
replicas for leading politicians and 
take over the world. All that stands 
between him and success is Peter 
Fonda and Blythe Danner as Chuck 
Browning and Tracy Ballard, an in- 
vestigative journalistic team out to 
expose the evil motives of the 
management. 

This Is a set designer's film, shot 
on location at NASA's Space Flight 
Centre in Houston, with fantastic 
visual effects based on computer 
graphics. The camera moves so 
quickly, it hardly gives the actors 
time to complete their lines, slowing 
down only for elaborate visual 
mechanisms and a monotone 
brainwash-type narration. 

Hie script comes up with* new 
ideas such as Yul Brynner being 
transposed from Westworld into 
Futureworld through a videotaped 
dream sequence. Slicker and more 
of a put-on than “Westworld," this 
film carries one delightfully through 
comic-strip land.

chance of cure drops to only 40 per 
cent. 

He therefore strongly advocates 
education, both of the public so that 
they trill seek advice if they suspect 
cancer and of the general prac- 
titioners who treat them, so that they 
will be able to diagnose cancer. His 
two week visit as guest of the Tech- 
nion Medical School — his first to 
Israel — involves a heavy schedule 
of lectures at the Technion Medical 
School, aa well as at the Jerusalem 
and Tel Aviv medical schools, dis- 
cussions with Israeli surgeons and 
carrying out of operations. 




Professor Beahrs believes that 
doctors should give their patients 
routine examinations for cancer 
“and doctors should be taught to 
stay constantly aware of the 
possibility of cancer." Heavy 
smokers should be more frequently 
examined, because their chances for 
cancer are greater. "Cancer fa a 
complex problem. It is not a single 
disease but a group of many dis- 
eases. appearing in many varieties. 
It is complex and not caused in a 
single way. It depends on the agent 
and the host,- oh immunity factors 
and many other things." 

In the U.S., cancer is the third 
largest killer disease after heart and 
pulmonary troubles, though ac- 
cidents, the man-made killer, still 
outnumber them all. 
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Cancer has become more com- 
mon for several reasons. Prof. 
Beahrs noted. "We now live longer 
and most cancers develop with ad- 
vanced years. Changes In our 
dietary habits may be a cause of 
cancer of the stomach and large in- 
testine. Our industrial society ex- 
poses us to more cancer-making 
agents, including chemicals and the 
Indiscriminate prescription of body 
hormones. Finally, there Is the fact 
that today oancer is recognized more 
often than it used to be In the past." 

People are. in large measure, so 
fearful of cancer because they hear 
of patients dying soon after being 
operated on for suspected cancer, he 
said. This fa due to the operations

taklAg place at a stage when it fa too 
late to do anything. 

“But we should remember that 
these are the cases we hear about. 
Many patients are successfully 
treated for cancer, and you do not 
hear about them. This should be 
reassuring to all who have or suspect 
they might have cancer, and they 
should seek immediate medical ad- 
vice." he stressed. 

Facing the facts and getting im- 
mediate treatment fa the best 
assurance of cure. And. by the way. 
Professor Beahrs finds the stan- 
dards in Israel's hospitals “very 
high."

A kind of ‘happening’

TO PRODUCE such a stupendous 
programme, with so many players, 
combinations and works, is in itself a 
remarkable achievement. Joan 
FYanks Williams and her assistants. 
Including the excellent technical 
team, deserve hearty con- 
gratulations. That all the music was 
given convincing 1 performances, as 
far as can be judged from a first 
hearing, is even more encouraging. 

In fact this was not a concert in the 
ordinary sense of the word but a kind 
of “happening,” ranging from the 
fascinating (Ron Colton’s electronic 
“Apocalypse Prayer”) to the utterly 
.silly (Der Atem — a sequence of 
trombone mouthpiece jokes plus 
taped instrument-cleaning noises 
and some blown trombone sounds 
and "Unguis incarnatus est,” a 
musical bubble, both by the famous 
MapricioKagel) and from “normal” 
music (Webern, Stockhausen and 
Kopytman) to Schidlowsky'a 
musical theatre. 

Schidlowky's "Trilogy” shocked 


. and entertained at the same time. 
The first piece, Ch ancon, is an ex- 
press ionlatic interpretation of a 
poem by Paul Eluard for voice and 
tom-tom. The second piece, 
“Schatten" (Shadows), is for strings 
and percussion, but the musicians 
are heard from tape, through 
speakers, while their "doubles" the 
"shadows” (in fact the real 
musicians) sit on stage without play- 
ing. Finally, the third piece 
“Dadayaxna,” is a Dadaist cabaret- 
like folly in which everyone hides his 
real Identity behind masks. 

It would be impossible to mention 
all the many brave musicians who, 
■ with remarkable dedication, expos- 
ed their egos -to please the com- 
posers. A few, however, deserve 
special mention. Emilie Berendsen 
excelled in the Webern songs and 
revealed a new side of her personali- 
ty in Schldlowsky’s “Dadayama.” 
Zmira Lutxky remained the com- 
posed , yet incredibly sensitive 
pianist in the midst of this crazy 
musical world and Benny Sluchin, 
the trombonist, came all the way 
from Vienna to execute Sagel's 
foolishness with devout solemnity. 

Leaving this musical super- 
market, in which norms and eccen- 
tricities, fashions and anti-fashions, 
successes . and fiascos, jokes and 
premonitions, poetic sounds and 
• scratchinga; . talent and 
charlatanism were mixed up in a 
fascinating merry-go-round, one had 
the strange feeling of having ex- 
perienced something unreal and Im- 
aginary. Indeed a strange, distur- 
bing and confusing evening.

Study days to help workers 
understand their firm’s problems

HAIFA, — A new fringe benefit — 
the collective study day — has come 
Into existence, and Haifa is its 
birthplace. 

The entire labour force of an enter- 
prise, not just the works committee 
members, will hear lectures by the 
general manager on the economic 
and financial problems of their 
enterprise. The manpower chief, the 
production engineer, a represen- 
tative of the Productivity Institute, 
and union officials will all have their 
say, Haifa Labour Council secretary 
Yitzhak Mesaica explained. “Such 
study days will make workers feel 
more Involved with their company," 
he said. 

. The first to try out this new ap- 
proach Is the metal Industry. The 
cost of the day will be borne by a 
study fund set up two years ago by 
the Labour Council and the metal in- 


dustry, with companies paying 0.2 
per cent of their wage bill into the 
fund. 

The first study day was held 
yesterday for the KlU Company, 
whose 300-strong work force will 
hold study days, In groups of 30 at a 
time, over the next ten weeks. 

The Labour Council is inviting 
representatives of employers in the 
Greater Haifa area to attend the 
study days as observers. “The Metal 
Workers Union plans to get some 10,- 
000 men to attend the days during the 
next two years," Messlca said. 

The Labour Council spokesman 
points out that in the recently con- 
cluded agreement with the Small In- 
dustries and Workshop Owners 
Association for 1970/77. a clause was 
Inserted assuring each worker one 
study day a year at the expense of 
the employer. “Such a clause Is not 
yet part of any other Labour agree- 
ment In the country," he said. 


Matching U.S. buyers to our products 


Sixteen participants In a pilot 
programme to bring American Im- 
porters to view Israeli products 
wound up a week-long visit yester- 
day with several business deals In 
the works. As a complementary 
project, the organizers are working 
on a prototype warehouse In Miami 
— the first of 20 throughout the U.S. 
to hold Israeli merchandise only. 
The members of the Opportunity 
*77 preview, who have now establish- 
ed contacts in Israel, are expected to 
go back and "act as missionaries" 
for the full programme planned for 
this fall, said Sam Topf of Con- 
sultants for Israeli Industries, one of 
.the 'organizers. Topf,' of Miami, la 
planning on having 500 members in 
the later programme. 


Visitors here this time were shown 
a parade of Israeli products which 
would Interest them, each in bis own 
particular field. Thus. Moshav 
Elazar discussed producing a 
natural food colouring from 'grapes 
for Halpern Bros. Food Brokers of 
Brookline. Mass, to replace artificial 
colouring; Koor is about to conclude 
a deal to produce the whole line of 
Miller Forge cuticle bcIssots and 
files; and several firms spoke with a 
Connecticut businessman who wants 
to recondition industrial gloves in 
Israel, for re-export to the U.S. 

The visitors topped off their trip 
with lunch at the Knesset yester- 
day, as guests of MK Yitzhak Mod&i, 
president of the Israel-Am erican 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Tourist industry must raise standards

Israel must offer service of an in- 
ternational standard if it expects to 
keep expanding its tourist industry. 
West German Ambassador Per 
Fischer told the Jerusalem Hotel 
Association yesterday. 

He noted that tourism Is largely a 
word-of-mouth business, with retur- 
ning visitors telling their friends 
about holiday spots. Moreover, as 
mass tourism grows, customers are 
becoming more and more deman- 
ding. 

In the first years of popular 
holidays in Spain, he pointed out, 
hoteliers could tell arriving guests 
that no rooms were available and 
that they would have to sleep In the 
bath — and the visitors accepted It. 
This Is no longer true, he said. 

Lost year, some 03,600 West Ger- 
mans visited Israel, an Increase of 28 
per cent over the previous year. On 
the world market, more West Ger- 
mans went abroad than any other 


national group. They spent 58.5m.. 
compared with the runner-up 
Americans, who spent 56.4m. on 
foreign travel. 

He pointed out that with the in- 
stitution of charter flights from Ger- 
many, large advertisements have 
appeared in all the German 
newspapers promoting holidays in 
Israel. 

The main problem for Israel in 
competing with such countries as 
Spain, Yugoslavia and Greece, he 
said, Is the added coot of travel. But 
he noted that after a few visits to a 
country, the tourist tends to look 
further afield, and Israel benefits 
from this desire for something 
different. 

But he warned that massive 
growth in tourism co.uld do 
Irreparable damage to the local 
tourist industry In the long run, un- 
less there Is an adequate Infrastruc- 
ture to deal with it. He hinted that 
perhaps more popular-priced hotels 
were needed to accommodate the 
new charter traffic.

Israel has improved Its position on 
the list of foreign countries in which 
U.S. companies like to Invest, accor- 
ding to a survey by the magazine 
"Business Week."

Lack of dollars drives 
Iran to barter deals 


IN THE UNENDING discussion 
around the terrific oil price rise, a 
central Issue has been the Inability of 
the oil-producing countries to use 
their enormous amount of acquired 
dollars. Limited populations in what 
are largely underdeveloped coun- 
tries can not make use of such 
suddenly acquired wealth. The 
result had to be a disastrous toss of 
equilibrium in the world payment 
system. 

Some countries it was thought, 
could utilize most or their dollar In- 
come to speed up industrialization. 
Iran haa indeed done this. But 
overambltlous plans, combined with 
the recent two-tier oil pricing 
system, has produced just the op- 
posite of the earlier fears: Iran Is 
suffering from a dollar shortage. 

Its customers naturally try to 
purchase as much as they can of the 
cheaper Saudi Arabian oil, and sales 
cf Iran's crude have plummeted. Of- 
ficial Iranian sources reported a 
decrease of no less than 88 per cent 
for the first third of January 1977, as 
compared with last December. The 
consequence of the split pricing deci- 
sion, which resulted in a 8 to 10 per 
cent price difference in various 
kinds of crude oil, has been a dollar 
shortage for Iran. It simply does not 
have enough money to pay for 
ordered military hardware and in- 
dustrial installations. Loans will 
probably bridge this gap — Iran is 
considered a sound debtor. 

Meanwhile, the old-fashioned 
barter system has come into use to 


pay for the very ambitious develop- 
ment plans of the Shah, who sees his 
country as the future dominating 
power In the Middle East. The 
National Iranian Oil Company is 
reportedly offering to give crude oil 
to Italaider, an Italian state corpora- 
tion, for the building of a 53 bOlion 
steel factory. The German Krupp 
concern, in which Iran has recently 
acquired a share, is being persuaded 
to accept $4.5 million tons worth of 
crude oil in exchange for a 5136 
million copper refinery. Similar 
arrangements are being discussed 
with the British firm of Laing- 
Wimpey, which has undertaken to 
set up an ordnance factory near 
Isfahan. 

The old-fashioned way of trading 
internationally through barter deals 
waa widely put In practice Im- 
mediately after the Second World 
War. None of the European countries 
at the time had reserve* of currency 
that could be used for payment to 
third countries. It proved to be a 
rather clumsy time-consuming 
trading method, sood abandoned for 
so-called bilateral trade 
agreements. These were quickly 
superseded by multilateral 
agreements. 

Most probably Iran's try at barter 
deals will only be of a temporary 
nature. It is, however, proof once 
more that the dollar surplus of the oil 
producers is not as serious as the 
prophets of doom have tried to make 
us believe.

Iraqi oil officials deny ’bargain’ sales 

NICOSIA - Iraqi, oil 


strongly deny they are selling oil 
below recently Increased official 
prices, an oil Industry publication 
said yesterday. 

“No official denial of these claims 
will be forthcoming since It 1a 
against government policy to make 
any comment on press reports," said 
the "Middle East Economic 
Survey.” 

"However. Iraqi oil officials have 
categorically stated to questions in 
private that the Iraq National Oil Oo. 
la neither Itself selling oil at dis- 
counted prices .nor in any way 
authorizing or encouraging third 
parties to do so.” 

The United Arab Emirates Oil 
Minister, Dr. Mana Saeed Otelba, 
said last week that Iraqis are selling

prices. This would violate a 10 per 
cent price rise decided beginning 
January 1 by file Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 

Iraq, which ia using Its oil 
revenues fast for vast development 
plans, was among the countries 
pushing hardest for a large rise. It 
accused Saudi Arabia of working for 
the U.S. to keep prices down. 

The reasoning behind lower prices 
would be to keep up demand for Iraqi 
crude — supposedly siphoned off by 
the cheaper Saudi oil. However, 
MEES reported, Iraqi sales have 
held up despite the OPEC price split. 
Exports ran at about 1.7 million 
barrels a day in January, the oil 
letter said. (AP)

Garter’s one-sided ‘morality’ over the cluster bombs 
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Labour’s rent garment 

THE LABOUR PARTY leadership la now engaged In an attempt 
to unravel the tang-led skein of affairs into which It has been 
twisted by last week’s inconclusive elections for the party - 
'leadership. 

To he sure Mr. Rabin has been elected the party’s standard 
bearer in the forthcoming elections. But the situation which has 
plagued his incumbency since 1971 would seem to have become 
more intractable by his narrow win over Mr. Perea. . 

A good port of Mr. Rabin’s troubles in the past two and a half 
years stem from the fact that bis selection as the party’s can- 
didate to replace Prime Minister Golda Meir did not 
automatically establish him as the unchallenged leader of the 
party. The challenge that emerged around Mr. Feres was a 
direct result of Mr. Rabin’s failure to clearly establish his 
par&mountcy in the party during these two and a half years. 

Last week’s election has not changed this situation but seems 
to have entrenched it all the more. The claim emanating from 
the Peres camp that the party convention actually elected two 
equal leaders is seif .serving and outrages the rules of the game 
which govern democratic elections. But they reflect the political 
fact that a substantial part of the Labour Party is prepared only 
grudgingly to recognize Mr. Rabin as the party’s standard 
bearer and persists in refusing to see in him the unchallenged 
leader of the party. 

The jockeying for position will continue behind the scenes for 
the two weeks remaining until the convening of the newly 
elected Central Committee which will select the party's Knesset 
list. At that time it may even turn out that the Perea camp has a 
slim majority on that all-important body. - 

The situation becomes all the more intolerable when one 
focuses on the Cabinet and on the fact that Mr. Rabin’s govern- 
ment has been enfeebled by the existence within it of a 
challenge to the Prime Minister’s authority In the person of the 
Minister of Defence. The prospects that such an inner tension 
will now be continued could well cause a. not insignificant 
number of potential Labour voters to look Elsewhere in the com- 
ing elections. 

- One possible way out of this impasse would be through a con- 
vincing demonstration by Mr. Feres and his major supporters 
of their acquiescence in the decision of the convention and a 
pledge of fealty to Mr. Rabin as party leader. 

Given the personalities of the two men, and the conviction of 
many in the Peres camp that “in a sense" they really won, or 
that they stand a good chance of turning defeat into victory in' 
the not too distant future, the probability of such a course 1 b not 
too high. 

An alternative way out of the deepening deadlock would be for 
Mr. Rabin and his supporters to break up the amorphous Perea 
“camp” by making clear that there will be no penalties imposed 
on Mr. Feres* supporters. 

Whatever the formula, some solution should be found, for the 
spectre of a continuing contest between the Prime Minister and 
Defence Minister which has marked the present government 
cannot be considered an attractive election card for foe Labour 
Party. 

Madness in Uganda 

SINGE HE CANNOT humiliate the U.S. directly, Idl Amin has 
chosen to do it through the 240 American citizens in Uganda, 
most of them missionaries. They were told not to leave the coun- 
try until they paid obeisance to President Amin in a ceremony 
due to be held at the Entebbe airport today. 

The idea, apparently. Is to flaunt before the world America’s 
supposed inability to emulate Israel's action last July in rescu- 
ing 100-odd hostages kidnapped by terrorists and kept at 
Entebbe with Amin’s connivance. At the same time threats of 
perdition are being issued from Kampala at an Invasion force 
allegedly being assembled by the U.S. together with Britain and 

— needless to say — Israel In nearby Tanzania. 

The cause of the Ugandan ruler's present outburst against the 
Americans is a statement by President Carter last Wednesday 
that Amin’s actions "had disgusted the whole civilized world." 
Mr. Carter was commenting on the latest round pf 
as s assi nati ons perpetrated — and clumsily denied — by Idi 
Amin, which included Uganda's Anglican archbishop. 

True, Idi Amin has no monopoly on murder, not even in 
Africa. But for sheer, demented and constantly escalating 
savagery, the six years of his bloody reign in Uganda have 
almost no equal In recent times. 

After expelling the entire Asian community from bis country, 
Amin took on his own black people: he killed them by the 
thousands and by the tens of thousands, on the slightest suspi- 
cion of their, or their kinsmen’s disloyalty — or on no suspicion 
at all. If there has been any pattern to his butchery. It was only a 
special, but by no means exclusive, aversion to black 
Christians. He is himself a Moslem. 

No wonder that Amin has discovered a natural affinity with 
Adolf Hitler, whose massacre of six million Jews he luridly ex- 
tolled, and with Libya's Mh&mm&r Gaddafi, a Moslem fun- 
damentalist who entertains a similar concept of humanity. No 
wonder, too, that in time Amin has come to share Gaddafi’s 
view of Israel's place, or lack of it, on the face of the earth. He 
has also come to attribute all his woes to “the Zionists"; in his 
inimitable fashion, he even attributed Mr. Carter's criticism 
last week to the fact that the U.S. President is the "exhaust pipe 
of the Zionists." 

This need not trouble Israel too much. Indeed it may be said 
that it is now a badge of honour to be counted among those who 
are anathema to Id! Amin. If Israel should have any regrets, it 
is osily in not having rid itself of this excrescence earlier, 
without waiting for a bill of divorcement to be flung in Its face 
when it refused to underwrite Amin’s planned invasion of Tan- 
zania. 

On the other hand Amin, has been, and remains, Africa's 
problem — much more so, certainly, than he is a problem to the 
Arabs and the Soviets who are supporting him materially. - 

Black African leaders may be afraid that by seeming to in- 
terfere in Uganda’s “internal affairs’* they will be opening the 
way to foreign intervention; yet in the example of Uganda they 
are, in fact, offering white racists the best argument ag a in st 
-self-determination for blacks. 

The few hundred American citizens in Uganda wiU, hopefully, 
be extricated without Injury from Amin’s grasp. But who will 
save the ten million people of Uganda?

WAS IT MORAUTY that realty 
prevailed in President Carter’s deci- 
sion not to honour ex-President 
Ford's pro mise to sell Israel the con- 
troversial CBU-72 cluster bombs? 

The bombs, which, can be used to 
destroy ’concrete shelters On enemy 
airfields, are called “controversial" 
' because their high concussion power 
Is felt to 'have "a potentially 
devastating Impact on human life” 
over a large area. Rath er th an com- 
pound evil in an age of ICBMs tipped 
with 5-megaton nuclear warheads; 
the U.S., a country which regards 
human life as precious, has decided 
not to sell these bombs to anyone. A 
moral derision. 

But meanwhile the Soviets are also 
developing high-concussion bombs; 
and if recent history repeats itself, 
they will almost certainly ' make 


them available to Israel’s enemies. 
Why? Because the jailers of the • 
, Gulag Archipelago, like Israel’s 
enemies, do not regard human life as 
precious — at -least not the Uvea of 
Israelis.. . . 

■ So the probable consequence of 
Washington's decision not to sell 
cluster-bombs is that one or two or 
more inhumane and bellicose dic- 
tatorships will be armed — perhaps 
secretly — with weapons which they 
will not hesitate to use against, a 
humane and -peace-loving 
democracy. . A moral decision . in- 
deed. 

In this Orwellian universe, morali- 
ty has been turned on its head. OUr . 
new moralists — let us call them 
moral purists — fail to ask the 
morally crucial question, namely: 
“Who is to be armed with these .con- 
cussion bombs, and for what end or 
purpose f" 

It is one thing to arm a democracy, 
a regime based on the primacy of 
persuasion;, quite another to arm a 
dictatorship, a regime based on the 
primacy of force. To the former you 
give the means to deter and, if 
necessary, defeat aggression; to the 
latter ybu give weapons which can 
only encourage aggression. But to 
think you are being moral by arming - 
neither is to have a very immature 
understanding of morality; for such 
“even-handedness" virtually' en- 
sures the victory of the wicked. 

'LET US SUPPOSE, however, that the 
Carter Administration refused to 
honour the promise of Its 
predecessor in order to avoid an es- 
calation of the “arms race" in the 
Middle East. Leaving aside the pre- 
sent Administration’s position with 
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Nash Atusenberg sounding the Shofar opposite UN headquarters.

respect to U.S. arms shipments to 
such states as Jordan, Saudi Arabia, 
i and Egypt, we must ask whether this 
refusal will induce reciprocal 
restraint in the Kremlin. Again, all 
we have to go on, apart from wishful 
thinking. Is experience, and ex- 
perience with Moscow Is not very 
heartening. 

Short of providing nuclear 
weapons, Soviet Russia has supplied' 
Egypt and Syria with some of its 
most sophisticated military 
hardware, including items which it 
hasn’t made available to the Warsaw 
Pact countries. Nor should we forget 
how the Soviets installed advanced 
surface-to-air missiles in Egypt, in 
violation of the 1970 armistice agree- 
ment to which Russia and the U.S. 
were parties. 

If the Soviets withhold a particular 
conventional weapon from, say,

Egypt, it will not be out of any desire 
to avoid a Mlddle'Easf “arms, race" 
but in order to exact certain con- 
cessions from their "cHent-” Bat all 
this talk of an arms race Is 
dangerously misleading. 

CONSIDER for instance, the 
"McNamara Doctrine" of 1965, 
which held that allowing Russia to 
achieve nuclear parity wit h the U.S. 

. would put an. end to the strategic 
arms race and promote arms limita- 
tion agreements. Accordingly, -the 
U.S. -began in 1966 to curtail its 
production of ICBM launchers and, 
to this day. has not added a single 
launcher, to itni968total of 1,054. By 
1969 the Russians achieved nuclear 
parity, paving the way to the arms 
limitation talks of that year. 

However, it was not until 1972 that 
the first SALT agreement was sign- 
ed, by which time the Soviets had 
1,616 ICBMs, With a 4 to Tmegatonsge 
advantage over the U.S. The Soviets 
have gone, even further and. 
developed four new families of 
ICBMs, aa.weH as a mobile ballistic 
missile in contravention of the SALT 
agreement. Such was the manner in 
which Washington put an end to the 
strategic arms race. ■ ■■

THE BACKGROUND TO BREIRA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The article by Malka 
Rablnowltz an the American Jewish 
organization “Breira-friend or foe?" 
(February 18 ) omitted some crucial 
background Information. The core 
group centred around Washington 
leftist Arthur Waskow which she 
mentioned, has been active since the 
late 1960’s in a series of variously 
named groups. The first of these, 
after the 1 Six Day War and at the 
height of the Vietnam War, was call- 
ed "Jews for Urban Justice." This 
espoused a revolutionary Bundlst 
position, supported the Black 
Panthers, organised an incredibly 
crude "FVeedom Seder," and w as 
mlUtantly anti-Israel. One of their 
leading members toured the refugee 
camps in Jordan, (before Black 
September) and participated In anti- 
Israel propaganda activities In the 
United States. 

When the Vietnam War drew to its 
close with so revolution in sight, the 
core group, with Waskow in the 
background, changed to a then- 
fashionable tack. They organized a 
commune called “Fabrengen” on 
Du Font Circle with the ostensible 
purpose of attracting Jewish college 
dropouts from the hippie-drug 


culture. For this effort, they ob- 
tained funding from the UJA. not 
perturbed by taking money from the 
Jewish bourgeons establishment, 
they openly despised. They also used 
their premises to give courses, one 
by Waskow on the M iddle East.. 
.Due to this, and the notable lack of 
success of their outreach programme, 
they were denied funding for a sc-, 
cond year. 

A third metamorphosis following 
the Yom Klppur War was "Brelra.” 
Once again, Waskow was further in 
the background, once again the tone 
was less strident. While they still 
support the PLO, they now 
acknowledge the right of Israel to ex- 
ist. until It can be replaced by a 
preferable “secular, democratic 
state." Their current “moderation" 
has attracted a mixture of "well- 
meaning but naive liberals who have 
allowed themselves to be 
manipulated," to use Malka 
Rabinowitz's wards. Whether their 
change In attitude is genuine or a 
mere facade adapting tp exigencies 
Is secondary. They -are clearly a 
core-group of new-leftist Jews an- 
tagonistic to the basis of the Jewish 
State..

THE TROUBLE WITH BREIRA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — Prior to making aliya In 
1972, 1 was quite active in the Jewish 
community in the United States. As 
one of the founders of the Radical 
Zionist Alliance, I attempted to 
channel the Jewish leftist struggle 
towards real liberation l.e. aliya. 

As much of my work was involved 
on the Ideological level within the ac- 
tivist Jewish community, I came 
into close contact with people like 
Arthur Waskow and Robert Loeb, 
both now prominent leaders of 
Brelra. When Loeb told me that he 
had been to Israel, I asked him about 
the experience. He told me that be- 
ing at the Western Wall was like hav- 
ing a sexual affair with one’s 
mother. As for Mr. Waskow, his 
"intense search" for Judaism led 
him to ask me one day: "How do you 

say T - - - the pigs’ in Hebrew?*” I 
relate these two incidents only to 
point out the level of this new 
leadership and the context within 
which they function. 

In the end, the basic difference 
with people like Waskow and Loeb 
can be seen in a conversation I bad 
with Waskow prior to coming to 
Israel. I said to him that, as a Jew, I 
felt closer to Menachem Begin than 
to Huey Newton (one of the 
American Black Panthers). Waskow 
replied that was the problem with 
Zionism — It placed nationalistic 
goals before humanitarian ones. I 
think he's right. My concern for my . 


people overshadows ; any vague 
notions of ideological “brotherhood” 
with the third world. 

This essentially Is the problem of 
BTeira. and one that I would hope 
they resolve at their Ideological con- 
ference. A line must be drawn 
between those who are committed to 
Judaism and the Jewish people and 
those who are using their Judaism to 
gain delegate status within the third 
world.
